Oriental Paintings 



Murray to Speak Here 
On Socialized Medicine

The works of two Oriental art- 
ists have been selected for pur- 
chase by Mary Washington Col- 
lege from the 52 paintings which 
are currently on display during 
the college's Seventh Annual Ex- 
hibition of Art, 

The artists who were so recog- 
nized are Chai-Kwan Chen, lor his 
water-color, "Rain", and Jerri 
Okimoto for his work in oils en- 
tilled "Infinity". Their paintings 
will be added to the twelve paint- 
ings which the college has pur- 
chased in previous years and will 
be hung in one of the adminis- 
tration buildings. At this time, 
however, they may be seen in the 
exhibition rooms of Du Pont. 

Both paintings are abstract, but 
the very lark gray and blue in 
"Rain" presents a realistic pic- 
ture. The rain is shown as gray 
droplets which make the land- 
scape indistinct. However, a defi- 
nite pattern of crowded rooftops 
and scurrying umbrellas can be 
discerned. 

"Infinity" is puzzling, as its 
name forewarns. Centered and 
near the bottom of this rather 
large painting, which measures 
54 inches by 60 i ches, is a con- 
centration of variegated paint 



splashes, including pea-green, 
black, blue, red and brown. From 
the center of this mass and mov- 
ing outward, the colors blend until 
they become an indistinct creamy- 
gold. Starting at the outer edges, 
this neutral color separates into 
the component colors, which in 
turn combine to form the central 
black core. 

Mr. Okimoto was born in Ha- 
waii, but is now a resident ol 
New York City. He attended the 
Honolulu Academy of Arts and 
was awarded the John Hay Whit- 
ney Fellowship for Painting in 
1955-56. 

Chai-Kwan Chen now heads the 
architectural department ol Tung 
Hai University in Taichung, Tai- 
wan. He has studied painting and 
architecture in China and the Uni- 
versities of Illinois and California 
and once taught architectural de- 
sign at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute ol Technology.

All dormitories have rules, but 
at Mary Washington ColltgC, two 
dormitories have a particularly 
unusual one. At Brant Kouaa, one 
rule states that "French will be 
spoken Iron 7 a m. to 11 p.m. on 
Mondays through Thursdays, and 
from 7 am. to « p.m. on Fri- 
days." About a block away from 
Brent is Marye, whose rules in- 
clude that •'Spanish will be spuk- 
en at all tiir.es " 

Bioni and Marye, the French 
and Bpaniah houses respectively, 
have been in existence lor a num- 
ber of years. Approximately six- 1 
teen students live in each house 
Under the suidance of a head 
resident uho i.- al.-o a fa- 
culty member, and who speaks 
the lansii.-i;e a> a mti\e. Semi- 
nar bpe programs, u miu; speak- 
•ra, and the social and cultural 
programs ot the languaga clu i, 
which are centered in these hous- 
es, give additional opportunities 
for acquiring facility In speaking 
each of the Luigua;cs. 

All French and Spanish majors 
are required to li\e in the houses 
for one year, but every year there | 
is a Ion? waiting list of students] 
who wish to live in the houses 
whether or not they are languaga 
majors. Applications are made in 
the spring, and the only general 
requirement is that the student 
nhould have had the cqunalem 
an intermediate course in the 
language. 

Brent House, formerly a priv- 
ate home, was established as the 
French house in 1*41, Although 
the students who live there all 
speak French fluently, none ot 
them Is from France. The girls 
represent several states, and one 
stu lent is Irom Cuba. The Head 

Resident, however, Madamoiaalle 

Lancri. is from Pans. As this is 
her first year in the United 
States. Mademoiselle Lancri acts 
not only as teacher, but also as 
student' since the girls of Brent 
make sure that she speaks Eng- 
lish in her off hours just as she 
makes sure that they speak 
French during the day.

Art Jury Chooses 
Oriental Paintings 



Murray to Speak Here 
On Socialized Medicine 



The works ot two Oriental art- 
ists have been selected for pur- 
chase by Mary Washington Col- 
lege from the 52 paintings which 
are currently on display during 
the college's Seventh Annual Ex- 
hibition ol Art. 

The artists who were so recog- 
nized are Chal-Kwan Chen, for his 
water-color. "Rain", and Jerri 
Okiinoto for his work In oils en- 
titled "Infinity". Their paintings 
will be added to the twelve paint- 
ings which the college has pur- 
chased In previous years and will 
be hung in one of the adminis- 
tration buildings. At this time, 
however, they may he seen in the 
exhibition rooms of Du Pont, 

Both paintings are abstract, but 
the very lark gray and blue in 
"Rain" presents a realistic pic- 
ture. The rain is shown as gray 
droplets which make the land- 
scape indistinct. However, a dcti- 
nite pattern of crowded rooftops 
and scurrying umbrellas can be 
discerned, 

"Infinity" is puzzling, as its 
name forewarns. Centered and 
near the bottom of this rather 
large painting, which measures 
54 Inches by 60 i/ches, is a con- 
centration of variegated paint 



splashes, including pea-green, 
black, blue, red and brown. From 
the center of this mass and mov- 
ing outward, the colors blend until 
they become an indistinct creamy- 
gold. Starting at the outer edges, 
this neutral color separates into 
the component colors, which in 
turn combine to lorm the central 
black core. 

Mr. Okimolo was born In Ha- 
waii, but is now a resident ol 
New York City. He attended the

That most students do what they want 
anyway may aiso bt Used as an argument 
against such a request. Nevertheless, any 

amount of early preparation or planning 



of work around a Concei t Series date does 
not alter the fact that everyone needs 
adequate time for brushing up on material. 
An amount of uncertainty exi.-ts before 
any test in spite of concentrated study be- 
forehand. 

Freshmen, especially, should be encour- 
aged to attend the cultural program! 
brought to campus. Many students new to 
College life will not sacrifice the few hours 
these require even under ordinary circum- 
stances; a test the day after only serves 
to horrify them completely. 

The over-all college program is well 
planned to provide a mixture of the acade- 
mic and social. The cooperation of the 
faculty in this matter could lift the spirits 
of all students in regard to attending these 
function-;. Students should not be forced 
to choose between two factions which they 
are "supposed" to uphold. The Concert 
Series (in which students have a financial 
share) come only once in a school term; 
the opportunities for giving tests arise a 
good many more times than this. 

As college women, Mary Washington 
students do not wish to be "babied", they 
only wish to be considered— as persons 
and not machines. That they can live under 
the present conditions has been proven: 
a lifting of the pressure now would lie a 
just reward.

The peru)d of the Cuban crisis 
was the first time since my en- 
rollment at Mary Washington that 
1 have seen the student body en- 
raged or' even heartily enthusiast- 
ic over any affair, international or 
campus-wide.

Generally here we sit, amidst a 
world of Weejuns and corduroy 
wrap-arounds, too intensely con- 
cerned with conforming to social 
standards aid too enticed with 
ourselves to realize our responsi- 
bilities 10 a democratic society. 
We have a poliical obligation to 

the forbearance of this society 

As well as e lucational benetits 
Mary Washington College offers 
us the Opportunity to become edu- 
cated citizens of a campus com- 
mimitv in oic1p>- to prepare for 
our roles. Our Student Govern- 
ment is a small scale reproduc- 
tion of our federal system, com- 
plete with rule by majority and 
peeped for minority. It is our rc 
sp:msibility as denizens of this 
society to become fully acquainted 
with this system and the technical 
skills required to fill its encum- 
bent offices. 

We elect our leadtre, nol mere- 
ly as an indication of their popu- 



larity, but as our respect for 
their capabilities Our obligation, 
however, does not stop here; we 
must then support our elected of- 
ficials. We are subject to a con- 
tinual flow ol population and 
changing needs The qualification* 
lor leadership are also subject to 
renovation. Therefore, we must 
keep abreast of these develop- 
ments and seek leaders who dij- 
playt he necessary qualities. 

Here is our stumbling block: 
this is where we fall short ol our 
goal. We fail to entourage our 
leaders through a definite lack ol 
interest Freshmen enroll here an- 
nually, full of enthusiasm and an- 
ticipating the best years of their 
live- Soon they are thwarted by 
the ObvkMM disinterest in the af- 
fairs ol our Student Government 
as demonstrated by sohhomores 
and i pperclassmen. Empty audi- 
ences and little enthusiasm can 
! never be overlooked We fall, not 
into a state of apathy, but into a 
period of rationalization with our- 
selves. We prefabricate excu-cs 
about our absences and general 



inactivity, relying on a supposed 
extra load ol study. 

This problem is also indicative 
ol smaller groups. Committees 
cry for members, ideas, initiative, 
but each of us .sits idly in our 
protective little shells, ignoring 
OUT responsibilities As part ol a 
comirunity, we must share the 
cumbersome load of our officials 
Singularly they can wit bear the 
weight ol our expectations. 

A graduate who has only her 
diploma to show for her four 
years ol college study has receiv- 
ed only half an education. I ex- 
pect my college years to develop 
my personality in many direc- 
tion*, Time is not the question; 
to;'ay we have more of this in 
valuable gift than we will eve:' 
hold again. 

I challenge you to seek out new 
interests. Diversify your activi- 
ties. Prepare yourself for the role 
you must play and the responsi- 
bilities you have to posterity . Ac- 
quaint yourself with life on this 
campus as it can be, as it really 
let, if you seek it out.
